Lives of Passengers Were Sacrificed, 
Through Inattention, If Not Worse, 
Is the Finding of Those Ap­ 
point to Make Investigation. 


Washington, May 28.—The report of 
the senate committee, Senator Wil­ 
liam Alden Smith chairman, which in­ 
v estigation the class of the 
White 
Star steamer Titanic, Is as follows: 
The senate committee of inv estiga­ 
tion Into the Titanic disaster makes its 
report. 
Senator William Alden Smith 
of Michigan, the chairman of the com­ 
mittee, also made a speech on the ri>b - 
jeet of the committee’s report and on 
the disaster as he v iewed it. 
The committee declares that 
infor­ 
mation that there was Ice ahead of the 
destroyed steamship was transmitted 
to its captain, 
fn its report it says 
that no conference of officers was held 
on the sub ject of possib le ice danger 
ahead, that speed was riot 
reduced, 
and that the only thing done was to 
tell the lookout to report if the weath­ 
er should b ecome hazy and that, in 
this contingency only, speed was to 
b e reduced. 
The committee finds that when the 
steamship struck no 
general 
alarm 
was sounded and that there was no 
systematic attempt to warn passen­ 
gers of their danger. 
The committee is 
conv inced 
that 
there was an insufficient drilling of 
the crew prior to the departure of the 
Titanic from its home port, that the 
ship was taken out for a trial, b ut not 
at full speed, that a few circles only 
were made and that 
its 
crew 
was 
taken on v irtually only at 
the 
last 
hour. 
There is more than an implied 
criticism of the English b oard of trade 
for granting sailing papers under such 
conditions. 
In the opinion of the 
memb ers of 
the committee there was a 
lack 
of 
preparation for the proper loading of 
the lifeb oats with passengers and an­ 
other failure to utilise the 
b oats to 
their full capacity. 
It is the commit­ 
tee’s further b elief that if the weath­ 
er had b een in the leanj heav y and the 
water had b een rough that under the 
conditions existing 
on 
the 
Titanic 
many of the lifeb oats would hav e b een 
smashed or ov erturned 
b efore 
their 
lowering had b een completed. 
Many Lives Sacrificed. 
The committee seems to hav e 
had 
no doub t that many more 
liv es could 
hav e b een sav ed if the duty of the 
men in charge of iTie lifeb oats 
hr.d 
b<*< n well done, and they had returned 
to pick up passengera who had 
man­ 
aged to keep afloat after the ship went 
down. In the committee’s report there 
is no criticism of the conduct of 
,T. 
Bruce Ismay, the managing director of 
the steamship company, b ut 
Senator 
Smith in his speech gav e a fairly di­ 
rect criticism of Mr. Ismay, when he 
said in connection 
with 
speeding: 
“The 
v ery presence of 
the 
owner 
and b uilder unconsciously 
stimulates 
endeav or, and the restraint of organ­ 
ized society is ab solutely necessary to 
safety.” 
In its findings the committee pays a 
high trib ute to Captain Rostron of the 
Carpathia, and this trib ute

upon in (he 
speech of the committee’s chairman, 
Senator Smith, who in contrasting the

lifeboats enough to p rovide for all the 
p assengers and members of the crew. 
It declares that at least four sea­ 
men should be detailed for duty 
In 
each boat and that there should l*e 
detailed for duty 
In each bont 
and 
that there should ho at least monthly 
lifeboat drills. 
Tho urgent recommendation is that 
before 
sailing 
all

p assenger« 
should he assigned 
to the 
lifeboats 
and that each p assenger should 
be 
able to learn from a notice p osted in

recommended that till large steamers
